TERMS OF THE BUTTERWORTH BILL. 


a“ 
It Is Aimed at the Bucket Shops—What the 
Report of the Committee Says 
About Dealings in Futures. 


WasurneTon, April 8.—The house commit- 
tee on agriculture today reported to the house, 
with amendments, the Butterworth bill to de- 
fine options and:futures and to impose a spec- 
jal tax uvon dealers therein, etc. 

The first and second sections of the bill de- 
fine the character of. transactions known as 
futures’ and ‘‘option’’ contracts. 

The third section mentions articles to which 
thé bill applies. They are wheat, corn, oats, 
cotton, pork and some other farm’ staples. 

Section four imposes a special tax of $1,000 
uvon dealers in options and futures, as detined 
in the bill, and a tax of five cents per pound 
and twenty cents per bushel upon afticles 
which are the’subject matter of sales under 
futures and option contracts. Other sections 
of the bill provide for carrying the provisions 
of the act into effect. 

WHAT THE COMMITTEE SAY. 
An elaborate report Was also submitted. In 


it the committee says the bill, in terms, does, 


and is intended to, apply to that class of trans- 
actions conducted in the ‘‘bucket shops” and 
‘‘orain pits’? of the country, and known as 
‘nuts’ and “calls,” including the whole 
range of mere speculative gambling in ficti- 
tious farm products. It does not affect, inju- 
riously, any legitimate trader, or dealer, in 
farm staples. The bill seeks to impose an in- 
terna! revenue tax upon these ‘“‘dealers’’ in 
grain, cotton and pork, who, asa rule, never 
see, open or handle pork or a pound of 
the articles they deal in. It applies 
to ‘‘dealers’’ whose transactions have the 


least possible reference to supply and still less _ 


reference to demand for consumption ; who are 
not concerned whether the harvests are blighted 
or plentiful. The bill, in terms, affects trans- 
actions for future delivery, which are innocent 
in themselves and do no harm to any one, butit 
is intended to reach that class of speculators 
ouly whosell what they do not own, who sell 
with no purpose or intent to deliver what they 
sell; who require little capital or stock in 
trade, and yet who sell in “bucket shops’’ 
of the United States every month more wheat 
than is grownin the whole world ina year, 
thus, ina great measure, destroying ‘trade, 
driving merchants from the field and forcing 
the price of farm products below the cost of 
production, 
ITS EFFECT ON TRADE. 

It is urged, says the committee, that the in- 
fluence of this bill will greatly hamper and 
restrict trade, but sofar from the proposed 
measure affecting trade, the exact reverse is 
true. It is not the object of the proposed law, 
nor will its effect be, to improperly interfere 
withthe prosecution of any legitimate indus- 
try, which adds to the supply of anything 
needful; but obviously those who deal in 
futures and option contracts do not accomplish 
any useful purpose ; on the contrary, they spec- 
ulate in fictitious products. 

The committee states that the infinence 
upon the market of dealing in ‘puts’ and 
*‘calls’’ is to reduce the market price to a rate 
below the cost of production. The committee 
has no doubt of the constitutionality of the 
measure. 

AN AMENDMENT ADDED. 
It added an amendment to section two of 


the original bill, providing that the act shall 
not apply to any contracts or agreements for 
the future delivery of any of said articles 
made with the United States or any state or 
county,or with duly authorized officers or nee 
thereof, nor tocontracts or agreements made by 
farmers for the sale and delivery of any of the 
articles aforesaid which are in course of pro- 
duction by such farmers at the time of mak- 
ing such contract or agreement. These con- 
tracts are obviously not improper, says the 
committee, because the exceptions do not open 
the door to contracts made by grain pits. 

“WILL ARGUE BEFORE THE COMMITTEE, 

New York, April 8.—A great deal of oppo- 
sition is manifested here by members of the 
produce and cotton exchanges against the so- 
called ‘‘Butterworth bill’’ now before congress. 
Today it was determined to send to Wash- 
ington a committee from the two exchanges 
to appear before the committee on agriculture. 
They will leave for Washington tomorrow 
afternoon. From the Chicago board of trade 
and New Orleans cotton exchange similar 
committees have gone to Washington and will 
work in conjunction with the New York dele- 
gation. 

NEW. ORLEANS’ PROTEST. 

New Orveans, April 8.—At a meeting of 
the board of directors of the New Orleans 
Cotton exchange today a series of resolutions 
were adopted in which they earnestly invoke 
the aid of senators and representatives in con- 
eve from Louisiana toward the defeatof the 

utterworth bill practically prohibiting the 
sale of articles for future delivery. 


THE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


It Passes the Senate—The Montana Contest 
Case, 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Mr. Edmunds gave 
notice that as soon asthe Montana election 
case would befdisposed of, the judiciary com- 
mittee would endeavor to bring up the anti- 
trust bill, as reported by the compnittee in obe- 
dience to the order of the senate. 

Mr. Hoar presented a memorial of the Uni- 
versalist ministers of Boston and vicinity de- 
claring profound regret at the defeat of the 
Blair educational bill, which they considered 
as “‘a calamity to the nation,” and expressing 
the hope that such defeat is not final and that 
the matter may be reconsidered. 

Mr. Call offered a preamble and resolution, 
which went over till tomorrow reciting the 
published statements’ as to the packing of 
juries in the northern district of Florida, of 
which Charles E. Swayne is judge and Joseph 
Stripling, district attorney, and instructing the 
judiciary committee to take evidence in the 
matter. 


THE MONTANA CONTEST. 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the Montana contested election case, and Mr. 
Spooner continued his argument in favor of 
the right of the republican claimants-—San- 
ders and Power. 

M:. Pugh, a member of the committee on 
privileges and elections, argued in favor of the 
lumority report, declaring: Messrs. Clark and 
Maginnis entitled to seats.

Mr. Butler laving stated that Mr. Pugh was 
not well! enough to continue his speéch, itjwas 
agreed that the Montatia election case should 
be laid aside for the day, and the anti-trust 
bill taken up. . 
Mr. Voorhees sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read a telegram received today, from 
Helena, Montana, stating that at the election 
in that city yesterday, the democrats had 
elected their mayor by over 300 MaAHOENy> and 
that the republicans (who usually, had, a 
majority of from 400 to 600) had carried only 
one ward. 
Mr. Spooner’s sarcastic comment upon the 
telegram was that, ‘“‘that otglt to settle it,”’ 
and Mr. Hoear’s was that that was the 
strongest argument yet produced on the demo- 
cratic side. 

THE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 
The senate then at 3:40 took up the anti- 
trust bill as reported from the judiciary com- 
mittee. 
Mr. Sherman (the bill having been read) 
said that wlhiile the bill was notall that he 
wanted, he believed that it was the best that 
could be got, and he would, therefore, vote for 
it as it stood. 
Mr. Vest said that he was satisfied, on re- 
flection, that public interest required*the pas- 
sage of the bill as it stood; and he was, there- 
fore, prepared to sacrifice his private judgment 
as to one of the sections, in order to facilitate 
the immediate jfhssage of the bill. He hoped 
it would go through without delay and with- 
out amendment. 

Mr. Reagan offered an amendment extend- 
ing jurisdiction in the matter to state courts 
of competent jurisdiction; and Messrs. Vest 
and Hoar opposed the amendment on the 
ground that it was not competent for congress 
to confer jurisdiction on state courts. 

Mr. George, while favoring the bill, ex- 
pressed his fear that its effects would be very 
disappointing: He would follow Mr. Reagan’s 
amendment by another, providing that it shall 
be lawful for any number of persons complain- 
ing of such injury committed by the same de- 
fondant against each of them, to jom (as 
plaintiffs, and for the court or jury to find the 
amount of damages separately. 

Mr. Reagarf’s amendment was rejected — 
yeas 12, nays 37. 

Mr. George’s amendment was also rejected 
by a vive voce vote. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 52, nays 1— 
(Blodgett.) 


TALKING FOR THE NAVY. 


The Desire for Liberal Appropriations to 
Build War Ships. 

Wasnineton, April 8.—The committee on 
naval affairs called up the bill to prevent the 
enlistment of aliens in the naval service of the 
United States. The bill further provides that 
aliens now in thé service shail not be _ per- 
mitted to re-enlist at the expiration of their 
present term. 

Mr. McAdoo said that the measure had the 
hearty approval of the secretary of the navy. 
Under its provisions it would be but three 
years before the navy would be manned en- 
tirely by American citizens. 

Mr. Boutelle offered an amendment that 
the act shall go into effect July 1, 1890 This 
would operate so as not to prevent the re- 
enlistment of aliens on United ‘States vessels 
at foreign stations. Adopted. 

Mr. Lind, of Minnesota, offered an amend- 
ment providing that enlistment and service in 
the navy for five years shall be construed to be 
residence in the United States for the purpose 
of securing citizenship. Adopted. 

An amendment was also adopted permitting 
the enlistment of aliens in cases of emergency 
on foreign stations. 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, called up the motion 
to reconsider the vote by which the house de- 
feated the bill making an appropriation to 
supply the deficiency caused by the Silcott 
defalcation. In supporting the motion, Mr. 
Payson, of Illinois, reviewed the decision. of 
the court of claims in the Crain case. This 
decision had been submitted by the attorney 
general to the secretary of the treasury for his 
recommendation in the premises. He (Payson) 
had seen the secretary of the treasury, and 
that official had authorized him to state to the 
house that the treasury department was con- 
tent with the decision, and that no, appeal 
would be taken from it. 

Mr.Holman moved to table the motion to re- 
consider. Lost. 

The vote was then reconsidered, and the bill 
was passed. The house then went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the naval appropria- 
tion bill. 

Mr. Holman expressed ghis astonishment at 
the magnitude ot the naval programme 
marked out by the secretary of the navy, and 
initiated by this bill. He contended that the 
existing navy, comprising sixty-seven vessels 
of the first, second, third and fourth classes, 
and not including smaller vessels, was amply 
adequate forevery purpose for which the Uni- 
ted States conld need a navy. He ridiculed 
the idea that the United States was ina yul- 
nerable position. It was the least vulnerable 
of all nations of the world. 

Mr. McAdoo, of New Jersey, read from Jef- 
ferson a plea for a fleet adequate for coast de- 
fense, and to prevent a blockade of our ports. 
He denied that a powerful navy was a menace 
to a free people. The navy, unlike an army, 
never endangered the liberties of a country, 
and should not excite jealousy on that ac- 
count. 

After further remarks by Mr. Boutelle, and 
a speech by Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, ad- 
vocating liberal appropriations, the new navy 
bill was taken up by sections; but without 
completing its detailed consideration, the com- 
mittee rose, andat 5:25 the house adjourned. 


IN BEHALF OF THE SOUTH. 


A Minority Report to Be Made on the Com- 
pound Lard Bill. : 

Wasnhincron, April 8.—Represemtatives 
McClamimy and Morgan have united in a 
minority report in opposition to the compound 
lard bill reported by the house committee on 
agriculture. They argue that as lard is now 
sold almost entirely in small! tin pails, it must 
be apparent that the effect and object of the 
law is to forever destroy the sale of lard com- 
pounds. The severity and variety of penalties 
of the bil] are unusual and out of proportion to 
the offenses. The reports defends compound 
lard as composed of the threé agricultural pro- 
ducts—lard, fat‘and cotton seed oil—not at all 
deletorious to health, but nutritionsand whole- 
some. Therefore, there is no need for legisla- 
tion on that score. 

THE PUBLIC NOT DECEIVED. 
As tothe contention that the public has 


clare that the manufacturers have voluutarily 
agreed to brand their goods ‘‘cémpound iard,”’ 
and are living up to their agreement, and it 
has been admitted before the commftteé that 


not feel that there is any possible justification 
for the proposed legislation. The bill créates 
an invidious discrimination against part of an 
industry at the demand of other branches of 
the same trade which are conducted in a man- 
ner more objectionable and obnoxious to the 
public. It was conclusively shown, the 
minority says, that the so-called 
‘pure lard,’’ which the bill aims to protect, is 
often made from hogs which are diseased, or 
in a state unfit for slaughter, and that as a rule 
it is made from filthy and objectionable por- 
tions of ‘the hog; which no one weuld be wil- 
ling to éat’with a knowledge of the fact. The 
testimony, the minority say, shows that it is of 
itself an adulteration of a most vicious char- 
acter. The regulations should begin at the 
first step and not at the last, and if the friends

LIAR AND COWARD. 


EPITHETS GIVEN BY MR. PHELAN 
TO MR. FLEMING. 


TWO TENNESSEEANS IN A QUARREL. 


Mr. Fleming Criticises Mr. Phelan’s Book 
and Publishes Several Newspaper Ar- 
ticles—The Little Message Sent. 


WasHincton, April 8.—The report has 
gained wide circulation tonight that it was 
probable a duel would be fought-between Mr. 
Phelan, of Memphis, Tenn., and John M. 
Fleming, editor of the Knoxville, Tenn., Sen- 
tinel. It was said that Phelan had sent a tele- 
gram to Fleming, which would probably in- 
duce the latter to issue a challenge. An Asso- 
ciated Préss reporter called on Mr. Phelan to- 
night, and during his presence at Mr. Phe- 
lan’s house, Phelan was notified by wire 
from Memphis that Fleming had written an 
editorial reply to his dispatch. He also stated 
that Fleming admitted that he had not pub- 
lished the dispatch in full. Mr. Phelan said 
as s00n as he saw the editorial he would reply 
to it. ‘He, however, refused to make any 
statement whatever, or to disci$s the matter 
atall. Following is a copy of the message: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6, 1890.—John M. 
Fleming, Knoxville, Tenn.: When I wrote from 
Aiken I had not seen your letter to the Memphis 
Commercial. You are a lar, a coward and a 
scoundrel. I will await your message here and 


come to Knoxville to arrange preliminaries. 
JAMES H. PHELAN. 


Mr. Phelan’s dispatch to Mr. Fleming was 
based on a letter of the latter to the Memphis 
Commercial, an independent paper of that 
place. A Tennessean, who is conversant 
with the facts, ‘Says that in replying to some 
criticisms of Fleming on Phelan’s School His- 
tory, Phelan had said Fleming had asked for 
an advance copy of the book or of another 

he had .written on Tennessee, 
and that the criticisms were due 
to pique because he had not 
been given an advance copy. This Fleming 
denied and Phelan wrote an apology to Flem- 
ing’s paper, the Sentinel. Previous to this 
Phelan had made the same charge in a letter 
to the Memphis Commercial. Phelan also 
wrote an apelogy to this paper. Fleming re- 
plied in a letter to the Commercial, refusing 
to accept the ap@logy, which the editor had 
pronounced ample, and in a sneering tone in- 
timated that Mr. Phelan had practiced decep- 
tion from the first. This letter Phelan did not 
see for some days. 


MIDNIGHT ASSASSINATION. 


David Hunnicutt Shot Dead by an Unknown 
Man. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 8.—[Special.]J— 
David Hunnicutt, a railroad contractor, was 
assassinated at his home at Henry Ellen, 
twelve miles from this city, last night. He 
had just finished supper and walked into the 
sittingroom when the assassin fired through a 
window. The ball struck Hunnicutt in the 
throat, severing the jugular vein and killin 
him almost instantly. The ball was fire 
from a rifle of large calibre. The only clew to 
the assassin is that some time ago Hunnicutt 
had a difficulty with a negro who was in his 
employ, and that negro is now — A 
search. is being made for him, and if he is 
caught in the vicinity of the crime tonight he 
will probably be lynched. 


THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 


The Democrats Make Gains in Ten Elections 
on Monday. 


CINCINNATI, ae 8.—At yesterday’s city 
election the total vote was 43,500, which is 


over 7,000 less than at last year’s April elec-’ 


tion, and nearly 30,000 less than the registra- 
tion. 

Sam F. Hunt, democrat, for superior judge, 
has thirteen majority. Emil Rehse, repub- 
lican, for clerk of the police court, has 2,000 
majority. The other two democratic candi- 
dates were elected by 600 and 1,000 majority, 
respectively. Thecouncil has a republican 
majority of two and the board of education of 
six. 

Dispatches from over the state show the yote 
light. At Mount Gilead the republicans 
elected their entire ticket. Also at Camden, 
with one exception. The democrats prevailed 
at Joinville, Canton, Celina, Bacyrus, San- 
dusky, Springfield, Ashland, Millersburg, 
Dayton, and Hamilton. Mixed results, mainly 
in favor of the democrats, obtained at Fremont, 
Logan, Wooster, Galvan, Zanesville, Newark, 
Chillicothe, Middletown, St. Marys, and Find- 


ay. 

The republicans elected the greater portion 
of their ticket in Batavia, Defiance, ria, 
Govington, Akron, Van Wert, Harrison, Lan- 
caster, Oxford, Piqua, Cambridge, Xenia, Nor- 
walk (a tie), Lima, Steubenville, Marion, Ur- 
bana, London, New Richmond, Washington.

DEMOCRATIC EVANSVILLE 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 8.—The city and 
township elections here yesterday resulted in 
favor of the democrats for every office except 
township trustee and two justices, one of the 
latter being Captain Martin Klause, a well 
known union artillery officer during the war. 
Returns have been slow comingin. The re- 
sult is attributed to local causes. The colored 
men voted largely for the independent candi- 
dates for council in the first ward. There 
were four candidates there—a republican, 
democrat, republican bolter and prohibitionist. 
The latter class polled an unexpectedly large 
vote. The new council stands ten democrats, 
two republicans. Outof eight township trus- 
tees in this county, the republicans elect six, 
the democrats two. The vote cast was lighter 
than usual , 

Drs Mornes, Ia.,April 8.—The election yes- 
terday was very quiet, only a light vote being 
polled. At midnight, it is thought the entire 
republican ticket is elected. There are twenty- 
one precincts in the city, including the recently 
annexed portion. 

KEOKUK, Ia., April 8.—In the municipal 
election yesterday, the democrats elected an 
assessor and four aldermen. 

DEMOCRATS WIN IN ALBANY.

Weak. 

‘WasHINGcTON, April 8—While Samuel J.

THE CZAR IMPROVING. 


He will Return to the Palace on the 20th— 
The Riotous Students. 

St. Peterssurc, April 8.—The Czar has 
entirely recovered from his indisposition. He 
will return to the imperial palace at Gats- 
china, on April 20th. A commission of. effi- 
cials of ministers of public instruction and 
police have made inquiry into the recent riots 
among the students at the Technological insti- 
tute. Asa result of their investigation twen- 
ty-six students will be expel’ed from St. Peters- 
burg. Other students have been arrested. 

A LETTER FROM THE STUDENTS. 

Lonpon, April 8.—Nine Moseow students 
have written a long letter to the Daily Tele- 
graph protesting against the condemnation of 
their movements by that paper. The writers 
insist that the government prescribes an ex- 
amination which present difticulties impossi- 
ble for the students to overcome, the object 
being to prevent them from securing 
degrees. They further declare that with 
the same intention students are allowed the 
greatest freedom,the police of university towns 
conniving at gambling, dissipatien and other 
immoral practices among them. The agita- 
tion, it is stated, is further directed towards 
securing justice for the Jews, who are ex- 
cluded from the univesrities The letter asks 
the Telegraph to plead the cause of the stu- 
dents when they are in Siberia, whither they 
will probably be sent. 


AGAINST THE SCHEME. . 


Gladstone and Labouchere Speak on the 
Land Purchase Bfll. 


Lonpon, April 8.—Mr. Labouchere, speak- 
ing at Newton* abbey today, said that 
although the government might be willing to 
adopt Lord Randolph Churchil]’s scheme of 
land purchase, the liberals were unwilling to 
guarantee a farthing to Irish landlords. 

Mr. Gladstone, in an address to deputations 
at Tring railway station yesterday, said that 
the land bill was in rather a fishy condition, 
to judge from its receptioneven among friends 
of the goverument. He would 
be glad if he could approve the 
principle of the bill, but he could not, as it 
gravely risked British credit.. A very stiff, 
awkward and indigestable point would be 
raised if, after the money had been lent, the 
debtors should not only say, but prove, that 
er never borrowed it, and in defense of their 
position should say, ‘‘You forced it upon us; 
taerefore, you cannot with decency and jus- 
tice pretend to extract it from us.’’ 


THE BOY WAS HANGED 


For Killing His Father in Order to Save the 
Life of His Mother. 

Lonpon, April 8.—Appeals made in behalf 
of Richard Davies, the eighteen year old boy, 
who together with his brother George, sixteen 
gears old, Were sentenced to death for the 
murder of his father at Crewe, were unavail- 
ing and today the prisoner was hanged. The 
younger brother, as announced, last week, 
was granted a reprieve by the home secreary. 

Riots in Vienna. 


Vienna, April 8.—The rioters stoned the 
police from the shelter of half built houses 
and when the police stormed their strongholds 
the rioters fled. There were similar scenes in 
the suburbs throughout the day. Late at 
night the rain began to fall and assisted in 
restoring order. The rioters afterwards sacked 
another town and smashed all the windows in 
the place. Every vehicle ~that passed was 
stoned by the mobs. Two squadrons of cavalry 
and a battalion of infantry dispersed the 
rioters. Many civilians and fourteen police- 
unen were wounded. Thirty-seven persons 
were arrested. 


Duelling Regulations in Germany. 
Bern, April 8.—It is stated that Em- 
peror William will appoint a court of honor to 
deal with quatrels between officers in the 
army.

| THE CYCLONE AGAIN, 


NORWALK, OHIO, VISITED BY A SE- 
VERE ONE. 


AFACTORY THROWN TO THE GROUND 


And Several of the Employes Killed—The 
Conflicting Reports from Proph- 
etstown, Indiana. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 8.—A cyclone struck 
Norwalk, Ohio, about 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
The storm came from the northwest, and 
swept a track about a half mile wide from the 
eastern limits of the city, and along distance 
in the country. The umbrella factory of 
Sprague & French was in the path of the cy- 
clone. A part of the building in which thirty 
young women were employed was crushed like 
an egg shell. Many of the girls escaped, but 
others were caught in the falling building. 

Dora Paliner, aged nineteen, had her skul 
crushed and died. 

Nellie Harding was seriously injured about 
the head; Miss Brush had her collar bone 
broken and was otherwise injured. Several 
other girls, whose names are not given, re- 
ceived injuries. Many barns were blown down 
and other small buildings were wrecked. 
Trees were uprooted and fences torn down in 
all directions. The force of the wind was un- 
precedented in that section. 

At7o’clock this evening another terrific 
storm visited the city, the wind blowing a gale 
and hailstones as big as hickory nuts falling, 
smashing windows and demolishing green- 
houses. 

A dispatch from Collins, Ohio, a few miles 
from Norwalk, says: A very heavy and sericus 
cyclone passed through this place at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. Between fifteen and twenty 
buildings, mostly dwellings, were completely 
wrecked, and several people injured. Mr. 
Houff and daughter were seriously hurt. 

THE DAMAGE AT PROPHETSTOWN. 

CuicaGco, April 8—A spegial from St. 
Louis, Mo., to the Daily News says: Advices 
received here at 3 o’clock this morning say the 
village of Prophetstown, Ill., has been blown 
from the face of the earth by atornado. The 
only definite news obtainable was received 
from train hands on a stock train which pulled 
out of Prophetstown just after the disaster. 
The town is located about forty miles from 
Burlington, Ia., on a small branch of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road. The train 
hands report that the railroad depot was blown 
down and the station agent buried beneath the 
ruins. A small Presbyterian church on the 
main street was blown down and the steeple 
catried fully one hundred yards. 

; LIST OF KILLED. 

The only names of dead now obtainable 
are: 

WILLIAM VANCE, station agent, buried in the 
ruins of the depot. 

CHARLEY MURRAY, an old man, who worked 
for the railroad; killed by a freight car being 
blown over on him. 

FRANK WILSON (or Nelson), railroad man, 
who lived néar the depot; killed inthe ruins of 
his own house, 

There were eight persons in the Wilson or 
Nelson house, and the trainmen think they 
were all killed. 

Later.—Telegram just received says forty 
to fifty people were killed at Phrophetstown. 
The news has been verified by a short més- 
sage. 

IT WAS ONCE TECUMSEH’S HEADQUARTERS. 

Prophetstown is one of the most historic 
villages in Illinois, situated on Rock river, in 
Whitesides county, about a score of miles from 
where it empties intothe Mississippi river. It 
has been in existence as an Indian village as 
far back as the traditions of the northwest ex- 
tend. During the dark and bloody days when 
Whitesides, for whom the county in which 
Prophetstown is located, is named, was fight- 
ing Black Hawk and his savages, Prophets- 
town was a small Indian village, and it is re- 
lated that the soldiers burn the wigwams 
and looted the village, though the Indians 
who had occupied it had hitherto been 
friendly with the whites. The name has an 
Indian origin, Prophet, as the great Tecumseh 
was known, having made the village his head- 
quarters. When the country, finally at peace, 
began to develop under the whites, 
Prephetstown became a town of considerable 
importance but has never attained ony pipes 
population. It mow has probably 1, in- 
habitants, but, not being the county seat, has 
no particular commercial importance. 

NOT 8O BAD AS FIRST REPORTED. 

The reported loss of life at Prophetstown, 
is unfounded. <A dispatch just received by 
the general superintendent of the Chicago, 


Burlington and Quincy railroad, from the 
railroad agent at Prophetstown is as follows; 

“A cyclone struck Prophetstown at 7 o’clock 
last. evening, moving the depot from its foun- 
dation, blowing off half the roof and breaking 
the windows. The elevator was blown down, 
and rests on aside track. A string of fourteen 
cars was blown out from a siding onto the 
main track, about three miles from here, with 
breaks set. Quite a number of buildings 
were blown down in the village, and a num- 
be of persons hurt. With the exception of 
one stock train delayed, the others are on time.’

AONTHER SILVER BILL. 


Republican Senators Trying to Frame One 
that Will Pass. 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—Pursuant to the 
opinion expressed at a conference of republi- 
can senators Saturday night, a committee of 
thirteen republican senators met today and 
entered upon the work of preparing a sliver 
bill, if possible, that shall command the su 
port of the majority in the senate. The bill, 
which was reported by Mr. Jones, from the 
finance committee as a substitute for the Win- 
dom bill as originally introduced had practi- 
cally the unanimous indorsement of the com- 
mittee at thattime. Prominent representatives 
of those senators, known as the silver men, 
stated tliat the bill would receive their sup- 
port as the best measure they could obtain at 
this session. But since then there has been a& 
disposition to insist upon more than $4,500,000 
monthly coinage, They intend to insist upen 
a measure which shall deal with silver with 
the utmost liberality consistent with the abso- 
lute certainty of enactment intolaw. The 
committte of thirteen are charged with the 
duty of reconciling the demand with views of 
those members of the majority who do not 
favor free coinage. At today’s meeting no 
visible progress was made, the time being 
largely spent in a comparison of the provis- 
ions of the several measures on the silver 
question now pending before congress. 


THE STRIKES IN CHICAGO. 


The Carpenters Still Out, But the Plumbers 
Have Compromised. 

Cuxicaco, April 8.—The carpenters’ strike 
has narrowed down to the adetion of recogni- 
tion or non-recognition of the union. The 
bosses are willing to concede eight hoursa 
day, and a compromise upon rates could easily 
be reached, but the bosses absolutely refuse to 
recognize the union, and the men refase to 
treat upon any basis except a recognition of 
the union. 

A settlement of the plumbers’ strike has 
been reached by arbitration. The agreement 
is to run for two years, from February Ist last. 
J agrees are to receive $3.60 per day, in- 
stead of $3.75, for which they struck, and 
juniors are to get twenty-five cents per day aa- 
vance, excépt in shops where it is customary 
to grant them an antiual advance in wages. 
The men are well satisfied with the terms 
reached, and work will be resumed tomorrow.

A FAVORABLE REPORT 


ternal Kevenue Laws, 

W ASHINGTON, April 8,—The house judiciar 
committee has ordered a favorable report to 
made upon Henderson’s bill to amend the in- 
ternal revenue laws. The bill removes the 
minimum penalties now provided by law 
for the punishment of offenders against the 
revenue laws, limits the issue of war- 
rants upon information to those sworn te 
by collectors, deputies or revenue officers, and 
to those made upon sworn complaint and per- 
sonal knowledge, and prohibits the payment 
of fees unless the prosecution is approved by 
the United States attorney or conviction re- 
sults; provides for the return upon warrants 
before thé nearest judicial officer; authorizes 
circuit courts to appoint commissioners to act 
upon warrants and admit persons to bail, and 
finally empowers the commissioner of internal 
revenue to compromise civil or criminal cases, 
or reduce and remit fines. 


BLOOD IN DURHAM, 
A Saturday Night Row Which Kesulted 
Fatally. 

Raurion, N. C., April 8.—[Spectal.]—Sat- 
urday night, at Durham, a crowd of a dozen 
negro men and women gathered at the house 
of Martha Woodward, colored, and engaged in 
drinking whisky and playing cards for money.

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LOST THEIR LIVES, 


4 FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT ON THE 
WEST POINT ROAD, 
Mr. Burrell Ragsdale and His Mother Meet 
a Violent Death on the West 
Point Railroad. 


Newnan, Ga., April 8.—[Special].—A 
frightful accident occurred last night on the 
Atlanta and West Point road, about halfa 
mile this side of Powellville, by which Mr. 
Burrell Ragsdale and __sihis mother, 
Mrs. Mary tagsdale, lost their 
lives. Mr. . Ragsdale was employed 
by the road to keep up the water tanks at 
Powe)llville and Fairburn, and in plying be- 
tween the two points used a railway tricycle, 
or velocipede. He had become quite expert in 
managing the machine, and frequently took 
dangerous risks in trying to make given points 
in advance of approaching trains. 
His mother came down on the 
accommodation train at six o'clock 
last night, and was met at Powellville by Mr. 
Ragsdale and a younger son. They made 
their home with Mr. Jim Cole, who lives one 
mile below the station, and after the accom- 
modation passed, Mr. Ragsdale put his tri- 
cycle on the track, and taking his mother and 
little brother up on the machine, started home. 

RUN DOWN ON THE TRICYCLE. 

The construction train was following close 
behind the accommodation, but he seemed 
confident that he could cover the distance in 
safety, and, heedless of the danger incurred, 
started off down the track. He had hardly 
gotten out of sight, however, before the con- 
train came along, and at a point 
three-fourths of a mile 
below the station overtook the 
tricycle. Owing to the noise made by the 
rumbling machine, Ragsdale did not hear the 
train until it had approached within twenty or 
thirty feet, and as the engine was running 
backwards withouta headlight, the tricycle 
and its occupants were not seen by the en- 
gineer. Kagsdale’s little brother saw it in 
time to leap off, and escaped unhurt. 

THE TWO CAUGHT. 

His mother also attempted to jump, but did 
mot succeed in clearing the track, and was 
caught by the moving train and knocked off. 
Ragsdale did not have time to jump, and he 
and his machine were struck by the tenderand 
hurled with terrific force against the side of 
the cut. As soon as the accident was discov- 
ered the train was stopped and the crew went 
back to the scene toascertain what damage had 
been done. Ragsdale was found lying by the 
side of the track, insensible. His mother 
was found ashort distance beyond with her 
foot crushed, but apparently suffering from no 
other injury. She seemed more distressed on 
account of her son than of her own injuries, 
and made tearful inquiries of the conductor 
concerning his condition. When assured that 
he was' probably not seriously hurt she 
scemed much relieved, but almost imme- 
diately lapsed into a state of unconsciousness, 
and inten minutes.she was dead. Ragsdale 
was carried to the home of Mr. Jim Cole, 
where he lingered until 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when he, too, died. 

MEDICAL AID SENT FOR. 

As soon as the accident occurred Dr. L. M. 
McGee, of Powellville, was summoned to the 
scene. Uponarriving he saw that he would 
nee assistance in caring for the wounded, and 
immediately dispatched the construction train 
to Newnan ‘ for Drs. T. 8B. Davis 
and G. W. Peddy, who went up 
about eight o’clock on a hand-car. Rags- 
dale was unconscious up to the hour 
of his death. The construction train was in 
charge of Engineer Corbettand Conductor Tobe 
Cook, bywhom the accident is deeply deplored. 
Ragsdale was about twenty-two years of age 
and unmarried. His mother was about forty- 
five. The accident is attributed more to the 
recklessness of the unfortunate young man 
than to any carelessness on the part of the 
train men, as he had been warned not to un- 
dertake the trip.

To be Taken Up on the 15th of] April—A 
Strong Array of Counsel on Both

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COLONEL MACHEN JIS. CREDITED 
WITH GOOD WORK FOR HIS ROAD. 


The South-Bound and an Opposition Charles- 
ton Line.—The Millen and Southern. 
Other Railroad News, 


Colone! Machen is credited with some clever 
hard work on his Middle Georgia and Atlantic 


road. 

Some time ago surveying corps were at work 
‘$n Laurens, Twiggs and Johnson counties. At 
the time it was given out thatthe engineers 
were locating lines for Machen’s latest road— 
the Middle Georgia and Atlantic. It is now 
known that the engineers were locating a line 
between Macon anda point on the Atlanta 
line, somewhere near Swainsboro. While at- 
tention was being attracted to the line from 
Covington to Eatonton, Colonel Machen was 
putting in another clincher on the Central, an 
gimost air-line between Macon and Savannah. 

The scheme, as far as can be learned, is to 
use the Geogria Southern terminal facilities at 
Macon, the new line connecting at Soffkee 
with the Macon and Birmingham and Georgia 
Southern. In this way all passenger trattic 
would come into Macon, while through freight, 
such as pig iron and coal, would go directly 
through to Savannah, the cars being handled 
in the joint yards at Soffkee. 
~The charter for the Middle Georgia and At- 
Jantic permits the building of railroads in any 
part of the state, and it is under that clause, it 
is thought, Colonel Machen has been working 
on the Macon road to Savannah. From Soff- 
kee the Macon and Savannah will be built in 
an almost air line toa point on the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic, about ninety miles from 
Savannah. That would leave only sixty-two 
miles of road to be built. 

“Work,’’ said Colonel Machen, a day or 
two since, ‘‘commences at once on the Savan- 

nmahend. Hacks will be run from the Eaton- 
ton end of the Jine between Machen and Ea- 
tonton to the town, a distance of two and a 
half miles, until we build into it. We are 
now besieged to run a passenger coach on our 
train between Machen and Eatonton. Mil- 
ledgeville wants the road, and wants it badly. 
We are going right ahead.” 

The Milledgeville paper says of Colonel 
Machen’s visit there last week: ‘‘He said the 
first thing to be considered was whether it 
Was possibite to get the right of way from Ea- 
tonton here; said that the charter of the 
Gorden and Eatonton railroad protected it 
from a parallel road within ten miles. If 
that was true, he said that the road could not 
be brought here without the consent of the 
Central. He said further, that in his opinion, 
the only possible plan was to do our best to 
persuade the Central authorities that it will 
be to their interest to lease the branch from 
Milledgeville fo Eatonton to bis new road for 
the guarantee which they now have, namely, 
eight per cent. 

To make a long story short, Colonel Machen 
about convinced the committee that the de- 
flection of the road to be here was impossible 
by any other means. Buthe equally convin- 
ced them that if we could succeed in that 
there were no other hindrances.’’ 

A committee of twenty-five prominent citi- 
zens of Milledgeville were appointed to go to 
Savannah and confer with General Alexander 
about the lease of the Central branch road. 

They left yesterday. 

What Is Said in Macon.] 

Macon, Ga., April 8.—[Special./—Much has 
heen written and said lately about the build- 
ing of a railroad from Macon to Savannah that 
was mythical. One of the visionary schemes 
was that the East Tennessee railway might 
take a hand in constructing the proposed 
Macon and Dublin road to Dublin, and from 
that point build the Savannah, Dublin and 
Western to Savannah. 

Tlre Macon Construction company has suc- 
cessfully constructed the Georgia Southern 
and TFijorida railroad from Macon to Palatka, a 
distance of 285 miles. Ever since the Macon 
Construction company commenced the aggi- 
tation of building the Macon and Birmingham 
road, there has been talk of the company con- 
structing a road from Macon to Savannah, and 
thus forma continuous air-line from the sea 
to the coal and iron fields of Alabama, and on 
to the grainaries and meat houses of the west. 
Kansas City was the objective point. Macon 
would be directly on the line of the great 
highway from the west to the sea coast. The 
construction company was assured that it 
could obtain all the northern capital desired to 
build the line from Birmingham to 
Macon and on to Savannah, but before 
taking any steps towards building the 
Macon and Savannah link, it was desired to 
get the Macon and Birmingham road under 
good headway. Now that the work at track- 
laying on the Macon and Birmingham is pro- 
gressing rapidly, attention is directed to the 
air line from Macon to Savannah. The first 
decisive step was taken today. 

Messrs. W. B. Sparks, president; J. 
Lane, general manager; G. W. Gustin, 
attorney, all of the Macon Construction com- 
pany, have formed a company under the name 
of ‘The Macon and Atlantic Railway com- 
pany,’ for the purpose of laying out, con- 
structing, maintaining and operating a rail- 
road from the city of Macon, or s0me point in 
Bibb county, to the city of Savannah, 
with a branch thereof to a point 
on the Savannah river in Ef- 
fingham county, though the counties 
of Bibb, Twiggs, Pulaski, Wilkinson, Lau- 
rens, Johnson, Emanuel, Montgomery, Tatt- 
nall, Bulloch, Bryan, Effingham and Chat- 
ham, or such of said countiesas may be select- 
ed for the location of said railroad. A notice 
embodying the above will be published imme- 
diately in each of said counties as recommend- 
ed by law and within thirty days after said 
publication application will be made to the 
governor and secretary of state fora certificate 
of incorporation. 

Itis evident that the sudden action dis- 
played by the Maeon Construction company in 
getting to work.on their Savannah road, was 
caused by the movements of Colonel Machen, 
of the Middle Georgia and Atlantic. 

Superintendent McEvoy and Chief Engineer 
Roberts, of the later company, left Macon for 
Savannah tonight with a corps of engincers.to 
commence active operations tomorrow morn- 
ing in Savannah. They will push forward in 

/this direction as fast as possible. Colonel 
| Machen is now in the north, and all arrange- 
ments for building the line have been com- 
pleted. It looks as if Machen’s “dazzling im- 
pudence” was about to result in something 
Serious.

SUIT AGAINST ‘SUBSCRIBERS. 


The Atlanta and Hawkinsville Subscribers 
in Court. 


Fort VALLEY, Ga., April 8.—[Special.]— 
Houston superior court has been in session 
since yesterday, and among the civil cases be- 
fore the court is the suits of the Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville railroad, otherwise the Georgia 
Improvement company vs. the subscribers to 
the stock of the Atlanta and Hawkinsville, 
now the Atlanta and Florida railroad. There. 
are a large number of the most substantial men 
in this town who are subscribers to the com- 
mon stock of the first chartered road, de- 
fendants in the suit. Rumors were afloat 
here this evening that the cases had been 
called, several awere on trial, and that the 
evidence adduced led close observers to say 
that the verdict would be against the Georgia 
Improvement company, as it had not carried 
out the original agreement and contents of the 
charter. Various sums, at great odds, were 
offered to the subscribers for their chances at 
gaining the suit, but the defendants refused 
in every instance, as they said they were sure 
to gain the suit, because of non-compliance 
with the original charter. The defendants are 
all happv, while those here, which are 
few only, who are in the Georgia Im-. 
provement company, are down in the mouth 
at their prospects of gaining the suit. 

Yesterday there was much talk of the stock- 
holders in Atlanta sending Judge Gober, a 
north Georgia judge, down here to preside on 
these cases. Many thought it was a put up 
job by the stockholders in Atlanta of the 
Georgia Improvement company, but one da 
on the bench caused the subscribers to thin 
differently, as his course is without reproach. 
There is considerable excitement here tonight 
regarding these cases, and the friends of the 
Improvement company express a desire to 
have the track torn up from here to Cluloden, 
while the defaulting subscribers say let them 
tear it up. The road is not now, never was, 
and never will be at its present length any 
benefit to Fort Valley. Many developments 
may come forth tomorrow.

New York’s Convict System. 


Nsw York, April 6.—Editors Constitution : I no- 
tice in the New York World, of this date, that Mr. 
Chatncey M. Depew has at last said something 
about the prison contract system, and that for the 
first time it is recorded of this gentleman that a 
question that has been a public one in this state 
he finds it convenient ta condemn in the south, 
while herein his own state the republican party 
has continued the system of contract labor 
in the prison in spite the 
vote of the people at the polls that it 
should be abandoned in the fall of 1883. The 
question of, shall the contract system be abvl- 
ished, was submitted, by act of the legislature, to 
the people, who, in that year, decided by a vote of 
133,009 majority, that it should be abolished. The 
following legislature, (which Was republican) did 
by an act, abolish the contract system. In 1886 
the legislature created 2 prison labor commission, 
of which I wasa mé@inber: We reported, recom- 
mending state account as a temporary relief, and 
asked for more time to experiment, in order to 
reach a permanent solution of a vexed problem. 

The legislature of *8T did not even consider our 
report but passed a bill doing away with machin- 
ery and permitting no work to be done for outside 
parties. The prison managers at once went to 
work to make this system odious by Keeping the 
convicts idle and in the following year the legisia- 
ture passe] a bill legalizing the contract system or 
the piece price plan. All this time the republicans 
had and have control of the legislature, 
yet Mr. Depew never uttered a word against 
the legislature legalizing the contract 
system, but on the contrary approving 
it by his silence. Thereis no difference between 
the contract system and your system in the south 
so far as its results are concerned, as I showed in 
my address to the Knights of Laborin your city 
in November of 1886, a ion of which was pub- 
lished in your journal—but aim to give those who 
hire prison labor an advantage over outside labor. 
The outrage is the more flagrant in the north, he- 
cause the system is deep-rooted; while with you 
it is new, and I believe will be soon wiped out. We 
have in this state waged war against the system for 
twenty years without the aid of any newspaper or 
the yoice of prominent public men. Those who 
are faniitiar with the agitation of such questions 
know that itis an up-hill fight when nost 
men or newspaper don't help. . But in spite oe 
this drawhack the vote of our people sustains us in 
our work. Yet we find the parity to which Mr, 
Depew betongs, and that elat 
anxious to protect American

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The Republican Purpose. 

The Springfield Republican calls attention 
to the growth of the republican party ina 
direction that ought to be interesting to 
democrats—especially to those democratic 
newspapers who can find nothing in the 
doctrines of their party to discuss, and so 
have to depend on snarling at other domo- 
trats. 

While this fuss is going on among demo- 
srats—while the friends of Cleveland and 
Hill are clawing each other—the republicans 
are slowly but surely moving their lines for- 
ward and intrenching themselves in such a 
way that a_ revolution, and a very serious 
pne. will be necessary to dislodge them. 

As our Springfield contemporary says, the 
republican party began its career by insist- 
ing that the will of the people should not be 
obeyed unless it was right—a position in- 
volving the higher law doctrines that used 
to cut such an important figure in political 
fiscussions. Gradually, as the Springfield 
Republican points out, this doctrine has 
been transformed until it expresses the idea 
that the people cannot have what they want 
unless they want what the republican party 
chooses to give them. 

There is no limit to Speaker Reed’s power, 
and there is no protest against it in the re- 
publican ranks. ‘That party is acquiescent 
and obedient. The usurpation that has 
been accomplished has reached what may be 
termed the practical stage, and the people 
who are republicans, indorse it, while the 
people who are democrats are disposed to 
make mouths at éach other about Cleveland 
and Hiil, as if the salvation of the country 
Hlepended on the choice of one or the other. 

But there are great times ahead in Wash- 
ington and all over the country, and pres- 
ently the democratic masses will awake to 
the fact that they havea struggle before 
them more important than any that has 
taken placé since the war—a struggle in 
which ali differences and minor theories will 
flisappear. The republicans propose to place 
their power and their control of the govern- 
ment above the will of the people, and it is 
for this reason that Speaker Reed has been 
permitted to carry out the programme of 
usurpation without any serious protest, even 
from the more thoughtful republfans. 

It is frequently said, and with good reason, 
that the republican party will be condemned 
" by the people at the next election; but this 
probability is precisely what the leaders of 
that party are providing against. Of what 
avail will be the desires of the people and 
the result of the elections, when such men 
as Reed stand ready to count out or count in 
as they may choose? 

There can be no doubt of the purposes of 
the republicans, and there can be no doubt 
that they are so intrenching themselves be- 


= / hind usurpation in the house of representa- 


tives as to place themselves ina position to 
carry out these purposes, no matter what 
the verdict of the people may be. 

Hunted Down. 

A man may rob a bank ora store and get 
away, but when he fools with the Adams 
Express company his doom is sealed. 

The express company never lets up. It 
will spend a small fortune in running a thief 
to the remotest corner of the globe, and 
sooner or later it is sure to catch him. 

Two years ago a package supposed to con- 
tain, $41,000 was sent by the American Ex- 
change bank, of New York, through the 
Adams Express to Washington. When the 
package reached its destination it was opened 
and was found to contain blank white paper. 
The bank blamed the express company, and 
the latter suspected some employe of the 
bank. But the company paid the money, 
and then went, quietly to work to find the 
criminal. 

At that time young Edward S. Crawford 
was aclerk in the bank. Hestood well, and 
when, some months later, he resigned to 
seek his fortune in Honduras his employers 
parted regretfully with him. 

Mr. Crawford went to Honduras and took 
a position as manager of a sugar plantation. 
He wrote to his friends at home, but a cer- 
tain Mr. Robert Pinkerton was not among 
his correspondents. And yet Mr. Pinkerton 
Was more interested than anybody else in 
everything that concerned Crawford. He 
heard regularly from his brother detectives 
in Honduras, and finally took a trip to that 
country, where he surprised Crawford into a 
confession, and captured him with $32,000 
of the stolen money. The American FEx- 
change bank will now reimburse the Adams 
Express company, but it may be that Craw- 
ford will not be brought back. We have no 
extradition treaty with Honduras, and if 
Crawford is given up it will be simply an act 
of courtesy on the part of the president. So 
the thief may be released, and possibly he 
will be allowed to retain his boodle. 

Even with this unsatisfactory status of the 
case the express company and Pinkerton 
have done good work. They have shown 
that it is possible in the most difficult case 
to shadow suspected parties for years, and 
finally hunt down the guilty one. The whole 
story would be well worth reading. It would 
be interesting to know why Pinkerton sus- 
pected Crawford, how he got into the confi- 
dence of his relatives and friends, and how 
he managed to catch him off his guard and 
find the money.

Outnumbered but not outdone, the ragged 
heroes in gray, who had charged with Pick- 
ett and marched with Jackson, surrendered 
with their great commander. In sullen 
silence they stacked arms in front of their 
exultant foemen, and then turned their sad 
faces southward. 

On their homeward way the confederates 
marched through’a desert. Fair cities like 
Columbia and Atlanta, and numerous towns 
and villages had been licked up by the flam- 
ing tongue of war, and only ash-heaps and 
blackened walls remained.

It is fair to presume, however, that these 
Boulangists conferences have no signigcance 
and foreshadow nothing. The fickle French 
have almost forgotten the man_ they 
once idolized, who came within a step of 
reaching the height of political power in 
France, and whose name was the signal for 
the applause of the populace. 

All that is left himis to gather his few 
adherants about him, steal into the capital 
at night, plant his standard in the streets, 
declare his platform and perish upon it. But 
we take it that, whatever the general’s plans 
may be for the future, they do not include 
so rash a programme. He prefers to take 
care of his health and dine at the expense of 
his friends in the seclusion and safety of 
his island home. 

Whites and Blacks. 

The farmers of Kansas, in their recent 
address, give congress a trouncing because, 
as they say, that body has devoted too much 
time to partisan legislation and too little to 
the interests of the people. ‘The republican 
farmers also complain that congress is de- 
voting too much time to the southern negro, 
to the sacrifice and injury of the western 
white. 

All this amounts to very little. The re- 
publican leaders have their plans mapped 
out, and. they propose to carry them out. 
They will continue to deal in partisan legis- 
lation, and they will continue to make an 
issue of the negro, not only to the injury of 
western white, but to the negro himself, 

The more thoughtful of the negroes are 
already beginning to perceive that the agi- 
tation of which. they are the object is in- 
jurious to their interests, As evidence of 
this, the official organ of the negroes of North 
Carolina, as stated in our special dispatches 
yesterday, announces that a state conven- 
tion of negroes is soon to be held for the 
purpose of considering the propriety of cut- 
ting adrift from the white politicians, who 
have misled the negro, preyed upon him 
and used him as a tool. Our dispatch states 
that the negroes are greatly stirred up on 
the subject. 

It is to be hoped afl this is true. It cer- 
tainly ought to be true, for it is a fact that, 
from first to last, the negroes have been 
sacrificed to the interests of the republican 
politicians in the south. They have been 
taught to hate and distrust the very people 
among whom they are compelled to live, 
and this will be fatal to their success and 
prosperity if it is persisted in. When the 
negroes perceive this fact and act on it, 
there will no longer be a negro problem,

The mandrake isa stemless plant, concealing 
pale voilet colored flowers beneath its lanceolate 
leaves. It hasalarge forked root, which the an- 
cients likened to a human body. There weresome 
curious superstitions connected with the pliant. 
One was thata man who pulled it up would die. 
But mandrakes were much sought after for love 
philters, and men resorted to a curious device to 
pluck the plant. A dog was tied to the root ofa 
mandrake,and then the man walked off. The dog, 
trying to follow his master, tugged away till he 
pulled up the root; but in doing so expired. 

In old testament times the mandrake was highly 
prized because of its supposed efficacy as a cure 
for barrenness—something the women of 
old were much more averse to than some of their 
fashionable decendants of the present day. Itis re- 
corded in the chapter you mention,and the one 
which precedes it, that Rachel, the best beloved 
wife of Jacob, was barren, while Leah, who was 
held in less esteem, continued to carry out the in- 
junction, “Be fruitful and multiply the earth.” 
When Leah had become the mother of Reuben, 
Simeon, Levi and Judah, Rachel was weil nigh 
desparate withenvy. So sore was this jealousy, 
that it came near breaking up the affectionate 
rélations between Jacob and Rachel. 

ln the meantime Leah had ceased to bear chil- 
dren, and poth Uf the women were for a time 
fruitless. Finally, Leah’s son, Reuben, went out 
to the wheat harvest and found some mandrakes, 
which he, like the good boy that he was, brought 
home to his mother. When Rachel saw that Leah 
had the coveted mandrakes, she was possessed 
with a desire to have them. On what terms she 
procured them the inspired writer informs you; 
but what is worth mentioning here is the fact 
that after this Rachel, who had 
been barren before, subsequently bore a 
son, whose name she called Joseph. So it may be 
inferred that but for those mandrakes plucked in 
the harvest time, there might not have been any 
Joseph to go down into Egypt. Recognizing fully 
the statement of the inspired writer that God re- 
membered Rachel, still we know God uses means, 
and it may be the humblest mandrake that was 
the means of restoring Rachel to the fruitfulness 
for which she had so long yearned.

State Pension For Widows. 

THE CONSTITUTION has received scores of letters 
asking whether the last legislature provided a 
pension for widows. The answer is thatit did 
not. In fact, it could not under the constitution. 
But it did pass an act submitting the matter to 
the people in a constitutional amendment; and 
there is little doubt that the people will ratify 
that amendment at the elections this fali. The 
exact status of the matter is this: 

The constitution of Georgia limits the taxing 
power of the legislature to certain specified pur- 
poses. One of them was to supply artificial limbs 
to maimed confederate soldiers. An amendment 
ratified by the people in 1886 authorized tax to be 
levied for pensions to confederate soidiers other- 
wise disabled or permanently injured in the ser- 


v 


ice. 

What the last legislature did was to submit to 
the people for ratification a further amendment 
authorizing the legislature to levy tax for the ad- 
ditional purpose, stated by the amendment as fol- 
eae for the widows of such confederate soldiers 
as may have died in the service of the confederate 
states, or since from wounds received therein, or 
disease contracted in the service ; 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
persons as were married at the time of such ser- 
vice, and have remained unmarried since the 
death of such soldier husband. 

If the people vote this amendment this fall, it 
will then remain for the next legislature to pass 
an act carrying it into effect. That will undoubt- 
edly be done in some form if the people vote for 
the amendment, as there is little doubt they will. 
But if this is done it could not go into effect 
until the taxes for 1891 have been levied and col- 


lected.

Andrew Calhoun died just after the war, 
leaving the mortgage unpaid. The mortgage, 
it should be stated, was given to his mother 
slone. 

Mrs. Calhoun died in 1871. 

By the provisions of her will a three-fourth 
interest in the mortgage was left to her 
daughter, Mrs. A. G, Clemson, and the re- 
mainder to Miss Floride Clemson. Mrs. 
Clemson was allowed to dispose of her inter- 
est inthe mortgage as she saw fit. It was 
further provided that if the mortgage was 
foreclosed and the property bought under the 
foreclosure, the place was to stand in lieu of 
the mortgage. 

SOLD AT AUCTION, 

The mortgage was. foreclosed and the place 
gold January 1, 1872. It was bought in the 
pame of A. G. Clemson as trustee for his wife. 

Miss Floride Clemson married Gideon Lee, 
of New York, and died leaving a daughter, 
Miss Isabella Lee. 

CLEMSON’S INTEREST. 

Mrs. Clemson died, leaving ‘‘the entire 
property and estate to which she was then in 
any wise entitled, or which she might after- 
ward acquire,’ to her husband, Thomas G. 
Clemson, in fee simple. 

Then in a will made in 1886, altered in 1887, 
Mr. Clemson left the property to the state of 
South Carolina. 

He died in 1888, and in November his ex- 
ecutor addressed a letter to the legislature of 
South Carolina proffering to make the deed to 
the state if the conditions were accepted. 

A COLLEGE SITE. 

These provisions of the Clemson will were, 
in effect, that the property was to be used as 
the site for an agricultural college, known as 
the Clemson Agricultural college. This was 
to be controlled by a board of thirteen trus- 
tees, seven named in the will, and the others 
to be named by the state. In case of a vacancy 
amongst the seyen named by Mr. Clemson, 
the vacancy was to be filled by election by the 
remainder, so that this number—a majority of 
the board—was to be self-perpetuating. 

THE FIGHT BEGINS. 

Miss Lee, the great grand daughter of John 
C. Calhoun, and the sole heir of Mrs. Floride 
Clemson Lee, filed a bill of injunction to pre- 
vent the executor of the Clemson estate mak- 
ing a deed to the state of South Carolina. 

It was contended that Mrs. Clemson had 
conveyed to her husband only the property 
that was actually hers, the rents then in hand, 
from the estate, with certain other property 
left her by her mother’s will, amounting to 
about $4,500, and did not intend to convey the 
estate in which she had, it was contended, only 
a life interest, and that the homestead she ex- 
pected to become the property of Mrs. Floride 
Clemson Lee. 

TWO TRIALS. 

The injunction was granted, and the case 
was tried before Chief Justice Fuller and 
Judges Bond and Simonton in the circuit 
court at Charleston. 

It was decided against Miss Lee. 

An appeal was taken to the supreme court, 
and tie decision which has just been an- 
nounced confirms the decision of the lower 
court. 

The case was advanced on the docket 
through the efforts of the attorney-general of 
South Carolina, aeting under instructions 
from the legislature. 

The arguments in the last trial were all in 
writing. Perhapsthe most exhaustive argu- 
menton either side was that of Mr. Alex. 
King, of the Atlantatirm of Calhoun, King 
& Spalding. This was highly commended 
in Washington, and is considered one of the 
ablest arguments made before that court in 
years. It embodied all that could be said in 
the interest of Miss Lee, as remainderman un- 
der the will of Mrs. Calhoun. 

The decision is against Miss Lee, however, 
and is final. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
Thomas G. Clemson who married the daugh- 
ter of John C. Calhoun, made Fort Hill, their 
home. They lived there quietly and plainly. 
When Mrs. Clemson died, Mr. Clem- 
80n was left as the sole occupant of Fort 
Hill. He lived there almost as a hermit, 
never leaving his own grounds, but taking the 
greatest pride and pleasure in showing visitors 
over the place, and Mr. Calhoun’s library and 
private rooms. No one suspected that the 
old man had any money, and only a short 
while before he died Mr. Gideon Lee 
wrote to a merchant at Pen- 
dleton and _ told him to let him 
have any groceries that he might need, and 
send the bill on to him. 
Mr. Clemson died in the spring of 1888, and 
the contents of his will caused: a surprise. 
This old man, who had been considered a pen- 
niless old imbecile, had left the Fort Hill 
place a@a seat for the founding of an agricul- 
tural and mechanical college, and his private 
fortune, which amounted to about $100,000, as 
an endowment. 
This will fell like a thunderclap upon the 
Calhoun family. It was generally thought 
that Fort Hill would descend to Miss Isabella 
Lee, who was the daughter of Mrs. Clemson’s 
sister, and consequently the _ grand- 
danghter of the great statesman. 
Miss Lee was given the Calhoun plate 
and portraits, and a bequest of $10,000 on con- 
dition that she would not contest the will. It 
had long been understood that she was to let 
John C. Calhoun, of New York, and Pat Cal- 
houn, of Atlanta, Ga., have the Fort Hill 
place, and that they were to fix it up in, grand 
style as the old homestead and useitasa 
summer home. ‘They at once set about to de- 
feat Clemson’s purposes. 

They contended that Clemson was an im- 
becile, and that he had no real title to the 
property, which was his wife’s. The will 
Jooked to the acceptance of the bequest 
by the state, and to its  supple- 


] menting the amount of money willed. by 


fe angyal apprepeiations to the college, 


It pro- 


vided that the state should elect six trustees to 


co-operate with the seven named in the will. 


This threw the matter into politics and the 
question of the state’s acceptance of the Clem- 
son bequest was made the chief issue in the 
campaign for the election of the legislature 
of 1888. The friends of the South Carolina 
college fought the friends of the Clemson col- 
lege, and the campaign was the bitterest 
known in South Carolina since the great cam- 
paign of 1876. The farmers won and sent a 
majority of the adherents of Clemson college 
to the legislature. A hard fight was made in 
the legislature, but the bill providing for 
the sstate’s acceptance was carried 
through both the house and the senate. The 
governor, however, refused tosign the bill. 

He is allowed by the constitution the right to 
hold overa bill until the first three days of 
the next session, if he wishes. He exercised 
this right on the ground that he did not care 
to make the state afparty tothe cause then in 
the United States court. But when the legis- 
lature reassembled in last December, the gov- 
ernor signed the bill, thereby accepting the 
bequest. 

The executor of the will then made over 
adeed of the property to the state, and the 
attorney-general was instructed to co-operate 
with the lawyers already employed by the 
executor of the will in defending it in the 
case now before the United States supreme 
court. The legislature also provided for the 
immediate erection of suitable buildings for 
the college, and for the opening of the insti- 
tution with complete apparatus and full fac- 
ulty at as early a day as possible. Fort Hill is 
a fine old plantation of about a thousand acres, 
about two miles from Pendleton, the nearest 
railroad station. The dwelling is a typical old 
southern plantation home. Itsitson the top 
of a commanding hill. The large white col- 
umus to its piazza attract the attention of all 
passers by. The old house is in a fine state of 
preservation, and contains all the furniture, 
books, portraits and other relics of Mr. Cal- 
houn. The trustees propose to keep the 
house intact asa kind of Calhoun memorial.

Twenty-five years ago today General Lee 
surrendered at Appomatox. 

Thenended the greatest struggle the world 
ever witnessed. 

It was a time that tried the souls of heroes 
as they had never been tried. 

Strong mén wept like women, and the 


sound of heartrending sobs and deep lamenta- 
tions filled the air. 

The history of the days immediately preced- 
ing the 9th of April, 19865, read like a ro- 
mance. It may be that that generation of 
southern men was a generation of heroes or it 
may be that the trials, dangers, and hardships 
with which they contended for four years had 
turned them into men of steel,for it is certain 
that General Lee’s army performed deeds 
which now seem superhuman. 

On the night of the 25th of March, the last 

attack of the confederates on the federal lines 
at Petersburg was made. 
+ General John B. Gordon led the attack, and 
before daylight, captured Fort Steadman, 
1,000 prisoners, nine cannons and eleven mor- 
‘ors. Among his prisoners was General Mc- 
Niouglin, who commanded that part of the 
federal! lines. 

This attack, though successful, failed to 
accomplish the desired result, because of the 
failure of VPickett’s division to come up in 
time, and because of the loss of the guides 
who were, in the dark, tohave conducted the 
confederates to the rear of the forts overlook- 
ing Fort Steadman, which had already fallen 
into General Gordon’s hands at his first direct 
assault. 

On the night of the Ist of April General 
Grant began night assaults on various parts of 
the confederate lines. 

The confederate numbers had been so 
greatly reduced by disease and starvation that 
their battle line behind the trenches made 
little more than a line of skirmishers. 

On the morning of the 2d of April numbers 
conquered, and General Grant broke Lcee’s 
lines at two or three points, and poured his 
army over the breastworks in torrents where 
4. P. Hill's corps had been in position. 

General Hill was among the first to be killed, 
and his men were steadily driven back, al- 
though they stubbornly ccntested every foot of 
the ground. 

Just before nightfall General Lee notified 
General Gordon to cease fighting and prepare 
to evacuate Petersburg. That night he also 
directed General Gordon to hold his position 
until the balance of the army could cross the 
river behind that partof the line held by Gen- 
eral Gordon’s troops. 

When the other commands had crossed the 
river and all the artilery and the waggon 
trains had also safely crossed, General Gor- 
don withdrew his men and thus they were the 
last to leave the breastworks and the city of 
Petersburg. 

The army retreated the balance of that 
night, but were briskly pursued the next 
morning by General Grant’s forces of cav- 


alry. 

The rear of General Lee’s army, held by 
General Gordon was soon engaged and he 
was forced to form his lines again and again 
and give battle. 

These constant delays permitted Grant’s in- 
fantry to overtake the retreating forces and 
engage them in battle. 

The same thing occurred day after day, the 
confederate soldiers fighting as long as day- 
light lasted, and then retreating during the 
darkness, until the night of the 8th of April. 

Some correspondence had passed between 
Generals Grant and Lee during those ter- 
rible days, and oon the _ ~»night of 
the 8th General Lee held his last 
council of war around his bivouac fire one 
mile from the little town of Appomatox 
Courthouse. In this meeting Generals Long- 
street and Gordon, commanding the two 
wings, General Fitz Hugh Lee, commanding 
the cavalry, and General Pendleton, com- 
manding the artillery, took part. 

The question submitted to the council, was 
what should be done in view of Grant’s de- 
mand for a surrender. 

In order to ascertain what prospects there 
were for further resistance, reports were made 
of the sizes of the different commands. 

It was ascertained that from losses in battle 
around Petersburg and on the march, and 
from the large numbers whohad dropped on 
the wayside from exhaustion, the entire in- 
fantry of both Longstreet’s and Gordon’s com- 
mands numbered about 8,000 muskets. The 
cavalry under Fitz Hugh Lee, had also been 
reduced to the size of afew regiments, and the 
artillery was in like proportion. 

It was estimated that General Grant had 
450,000 men, and it was also known thata 
heavy federal force was across the confeder- 
ates’s front, ready to dispute every step of the 
passage toward Lynchburg, to which point 
the confederates were moving. 

After a full discussion, it was determined 
that General Gordon, with his wing of the 
army, consisting of infantry, Fitz Hugh Lee’s 
cavalry, and Colonel Tom Carter’s artillery, 
should attempt to cut his way through the 
federal forces in front, and if he succeeded, 
General Longstreet was to follow, the wagon 
trains and the ammunition taking position be- 
tween the two wings. 

It was supposed that nothing but a héavy 
force of cavalry wasin front. 

Early on the morning of the 9th of April 
General Gordon moved on the federal - bréast- 
works thrown across his front, with General 
Fitz-Hugh Lee’s cavalry on his right and Col- 

onel Carter’s artillery aiding in the assault. 

Then followed a desperate charge, led by 
Gordon, which was not execelled in courage 
by any made during the war. 

Sheridan’s breastworks were carried and a 
portion of his artillery was captured and his 
forces were driven for half a mile or more in 
the rear of the position held by them when the 
battle commenced. 

It was at this time that General Gordon 
sent to therear to ask General Lee to send 
Longstreet’s division forward. 

The answer he receieved was that Long- 
street’s forces were heavily engaged with over- 
whelming numbers pressing from the rear. 
So that every step which General Gordon 
made forward increased the gap between his 
army and General Longstreet. 

It ‘was discovered also that upon General 
Gordon’s flank heavy forces of federal infantry 
were moving to the assault. 

It wasat this moment that General Lee 
sent a fiag of truce to General Grant notifyin 
Generals Longstreett and Gerdon of what had 
transpired. 

The formal surrender soon followed. The 
two armies were withdrawn from the field and 
formed into separate lines and within half an 
hour general officers were appointed by Gene- 
rals Lee and Grant to agree upon the terms of 
surrender and of parole. 

By this time the truth of what was going on 
Droke upon'the apprehension of the entire con- 
federate 7 and the bravestand the most 
stout hearted of these war-worn men wept 
like children.

THE STORY. 

Deputy Marshal William D. Kellett was 
in Walker county, at the corner of 

three states—Georgia, North Carolina and 


He had in charge at the time a revenue 

er named Andy Young. Kellett was on 

horseback and his prisoner afoot, going to 
Summerville. 

About fifteen miles from Summerville, in 
the heart of a wild and sparsely settled coun- 
try, hecame toa creek known as Snake Dam 
creek. At the ford there was a foot-log for pe- 
destrians, and the prisoner started across this, 
qhile Kellett rode his horse into the water be- 
gide him. 

Suddenly there was a rifle shot from a 
glump of bashes in the rear and Kellett threw 
up his hands, reeled, and fell from his horse 
into the water. 

The horse was frightened and ran off, leav- 

Ing the body of Kellett, face downward, in the 
shallow water. 

The prisoner stopped on the foot-log, 
and two men stepped from behind 
their shelter, one of them with a smoking rifle 
in his hand. 

They made Young swear, on his knees and 
with threats of death for disobedience, that he 
would never tell what he had seen. 

THE REWARD OFFERED. 

Rewards aggregating $750 were offered for 
the arrest and conviction of the murderer. 

Suspicion pointed to McCoy, 

Young was found, and finally divulged the 
whole thing. 

The man with the simoking rifle, and the 
one that made him swear on his knees, Young 
identified as Jim McCoy. 

Furthermore, McCoy had sworn to kill 
Kellett. ‘ 

The twd had nad a personal difficulty about 
six years before Kellett was killed, and McCoy 
Was shot. 

He had the bullet cut out carefully, and 
kept it afterwards in his pocket. 

“That’s the bullet Bill Kellett hit me 
with,’ he was accustomed to say, ‘‘and I'll 
kill him with that same bullet. i'll doitifI 
hang forit. You mark what I say—I’l! kill 
him with that same bullet.”’ 

People who know him say that McCoy never 


forgets an injury, and means what he says. 


McCoy’s own conduct convicted him. He 
hid out, evading all attempts at arrest, and 
these were many. By authority from Wash- 
ingion $300 or $400 was spent in trying to cap- 
ture him, but from December to February 
without effect.. 

THE CAPTURE, 

Finally Marshal Nelms, Deputies M. W. 
Scott, Ira C. Campbell, H. C. Garrison, J. D. 
Wilkerson, David Haines, and T.W. Kellogg, 
with Perry Chisolm, Wel borune Colquitt, and 
W.H. Chapman, of the revenue departinent, 
captured hii. 

It was expected that the whole McCoy fam- 
ily would tight for him and the pusse was 
Jarge for that reason. 

At the house the officers halted, 
one or two of them walking towards 
an outhouse a few yards away, while the others 
surround the main house. 

Deputy Marshal Campbell was the first to 
reach the outhouse. There were two men 
there, and they started to run ashe cam€ up. 

They were Jim McCoy and Jim Wiley. 

The deputy closed with McCoy before the 
jatter could get out, but not in time to prevent 
his drawing his pistol and in the struggle the 
deputy was shot through the hand. 

McCoy was captured, but Wiley, the man 
that Young said was with McCoy when Kellett 
was assassinated, escaped. 

UNDER SENTENCE OF DEATH. 

McCoy was tried before Judge Branham 
for murder, convicted and sentenced to be 
hung. 

He was brought to Fulton county jail pend- 
ing a motion for new trial. 

His attorney was Hon. W. C. Glenn, of 


~ Whitfield, through whose untiring efforts the 


few trial was finally obtained. 

This time the case was tried before Judge 
Fain, and McCoy was acquitted. It was one 
of the greatest legal victories ever gained in 
the state, and one of which Mr. Glenn is justly 
Very proud. 

_MORE STATE CASES. 

McCoy had been under sentence of death 
Dearly twelve months. 

As soon as he was acquitted in Walker 
county he was immediately rearrested upon 
two warrants sworn out in Cherokee, 

One charged him with attempted rape, and 
the other with carrying concealed weapons. 

Of these, one after the other, he was ac- 
quitted. 

THEN THIS CASE. 

Then this last case came on for resisting 
Deputy Campbell in the discharge of his duty 
—the time Campbell was shot. 

And again, yesterday, McCoy was acquitted. 

Hon. W. C. Glenn, who was living in Dal- 
fon when McCoy was tried in Walker and has 
Bince moved to Atlanta, represented McCoy 
yesterday before Judge Newman. 

The acquittal was secured upon a technical 
flaw in the warrants which the deputies carried 
when McCoy was captured. 

This made the warrant illegal—in that no 
offense was charged—and on this ground Mc- 
Coy was acquitted yesterday. 

THE OTHER MURDER CASE. i GB 

About eight or ten years ago McCoy was 
tried in Bartow county’ for the murder of a

He was acquitted. 

Besides these cases there have been a num- 
ber made against him for violations of the 
revenue law.

PATROLMAN BOB ANDERSON AT- 
TACKS AND BEATS A WITNESS. 
Co ee en 
The Grand Sequel of the Carroll County Case 
Occurs in the Shape of an Assault Upon 
Mr. Fitts by Policeman Anderson. 


A terrible assault dponm Mr. A. B. Fitts, 
editor of the Carroll County Times, arid 
special correspondent of TH Constitution, 
was made in the corridor near Hon. John 
Clay Smith’s office yesterday. 

The fight occurred a few minutes after 2 
o’clock, and was the result’ of the various 
reports which have come from Carrollton 
regarding the conductof Patrolman Anderson, 
near that town, when Mr. Cannon was hand- 
cuffedby Anderson, out of which a big sensa- 
tion ensued. 

Mr. Fitts,‘as correspondent of Tur Cownstt- 
TUTION, wrote the first account of the affair; 
but after Anderson went to Carroll county and 
settled the case, Mr. Fitts agreed to modify 
his original statements in regard to the affair, 
relying on Anderson’s explanation of thé 
case. 

Mr. Fitts did all that he could to straighten 
out the matter, and came to the city yesterday 
with the intention of using every effort in his 
power to make Anderson’s vindication still 
clearer. | 

THEY MRT AT THE STATIONHOUSE 
and there was apparently no ill feeling be- 
tween them. Anderson asked Mr. Fitts if Jim 
Hewitt, another witness, was in the city. Mr. 
Fitts said that he supposed Hewitt would come 
in on the 2 o’clock train. 

The two walked out together as far as the 
Metropolitan hotel. While they were stand- 
ing on the corner talking, another gentleman 
cognizant of the facts in the case, joined them. 
Mr. Fitts then excused himself, saying that he 
was going to THr ConsTITUTION office and do 
ali he could to vindicate himself and to ex- 
plain matters, but would be on hand at the 
meeting of the police-commisssoners as a wit- 
ness. 

Anderson proposed that he and Mr. Fitts 
should go the oftice ,of Mr. John Clay Smith, 
Anderson’s*attorney, and discuss the matter. 

THE ASSAULT. 

They went to Mr.Smith’s office, over Lowry’s 
bank, on Alabama’ streét; but there was 
nobody in. 

Mr. Eitts says that Anderson turned to him, 
after looking around, and said: 

‘Mr. Fstts, you are the man that wrote me 
up in THE ConstirutTion’’—and followed 
the remark up with a terrible blow on the 
mouth. 

Mr. Fitts staggered backward. 

Anderson had caught his right hand and 
held it in a vise-like grip, and followed his 
first blow with a number of others. 

Mr. Fitts is no match for Anderson in physi- 
cal strength, and was taken by surprise. 

He had néthinig with which to defend him- 
self, and Andefson had jt all his own way, 
punishing’ his -victim as*much as he desired. 
When Anderson had satisfied himself he re- 
leased Mr. Fitts, and ran down stairs as fast as 
he could: 

People on the’street saw Artiderson, as he 
fled, and shortly afterwards’ Mr. Fitts came 
out covered with blood and’ scarceiy able to 
speak. ' 

A sensation was created by the appearafice 
of the two men, and the wildést sort of rumors 
followed. | 

Mr. Fitts went to the stationhouse and re- 
ported the case, and the police force was at 
once put on notice, but it was too late. He 
then went to Palmer’s drug store and had his 
wounds dressed. 

Anderson was gone. 

The evening watch was notified, but with 
no result, as Anderson had made good his 
éscape. 

His trial on the charges from Carroll county 
was set for last night, before the police con®: 
mission, at 7:50 o’clock, but lie failed to appear, 
and the case was tried on its merits. 

“ HE WAS DISCHARGED 
by a unanimous vote of the board, aftera 
thorough consideration of the two cases. 

The board did not put’ so much stress on the 
first case, which Anderson had shown was due 
altogether toa little misunderstanding of a 
joke, as it did on his assault on a man who had 
come to the city, andcome with the most 
pacific and generous incentives. 

The board expressed a regret that he should 
have allowed himself to come involved in 
the affair, but there was no alternative left 
but to drop his name from the roll, after all 
that had passed, 

Anderson ‘has been on the potice force for 
five years, ahd has always been considered a 
faithful and efficient officer. -
